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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that applicant does not 
understand the point of Advisory Action filed on 10/28/2008. In response, it is clear that applicant does understand the point of Advisory 
Action filed on 10/28/2008 in order to argues and reply to the advisory action filed on 10/28/2008. It appears to Examiner that the applicant 
simply does not agrees to Examiner's position on the interpretation of the art of records, and Examiner is still firmly stands on position taken 
on the interpretation of the art of records. 

Applicant argues that the "flow available" in Gorti's would not allow it to identify or represetion the quantity of data stored in the memory. In 
response, the "flow available" in Gorti's indicates speciifically as an quantity (i.e., flows are defined as a fraction of the "total amount" of 
data/traffic that queue can service, see 0031 ). The flow available cannot be interpreted as "rate" within memory, because how could a 
fraction of "rate" be services by memories? Therefore, flows available should only being reasonably interpreted as a fraction of the total 
amount of "item" that memory can service. Applicant is confused between "flow rate" with "flow available". Therefore, the argument is not 
persuasive. 
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
